Hedge* v*. Fence», 
In many parts of the country hedge* 
are taking the place of fences, and the 
change la certaluly a desirable one 
from the standpoint of beauty. They 
require little, if any, more cure than 
a fence, and are equally as serviceable. 
Of course, we don’t mean that hedges 
are more desirable for fields than 
fences, but as a surrounding for the 
house and yard they are preferubte. 
There are two general kinds of hurdy 
hedges, the deciduous and evergreen, 
but the former Is more common in this 
country and seems to meet with the 
most favor. In planting deciduous 
shrubs, a trench 4 feet wide aud 8 
incites deep should be dug the length 
of the row. A drainage should then 
lie provided of broken stone and the 
bed filled with the best soli It is possi­ 
ble to obtain, 
in planting, care should 
be taken to follow the direction giveu 
by the nurserymau, so that when the 
shrubs mature 
they will be close 
enough together—Exchange.

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OFFICIAL DRAFT PROCLAMATION 
IS ISSUED BY PRESIDENT 
WILSON. 


Washington. July 10.— The last »t *p 
necessary to make the entire National 
Guard available for duty »6 Francs 
was taken by President Wilson with 
the issuance of a proclamation dra*'- 
lug the state troops into the ar ny 
of the United States on August 5. 
To make certain that the purpose of 
the national defense act la carried »ut, 
* 
I 
the proclamation also specifically de­ 
clares the men drafted are to be dis­ 
charged from the old militia sta tu s 
on that date. 
In that way the con­ 
stitutional restraint upon,use of nii- 
itia outside the country is avoided 
and the way paved for sending* ih* 
regiments to the European front. 
Prior to the application of the draft, 
regiments in the northern and eastern 
sections of the country ere called into 
the federal sefvice as national guards­ 
men in two Increments, to be mobiliz­ 
ed on July 15 and 26. Many units al­ 
ready are federallsed and presumabL 
they will be mobilised with the Other 
roops from their states. 
The guard 
from the other states will be mobilised 
on the day of the draft. The arrange­ 
ment was necossary to provide for 
movement of the regiments south to 
their .concentration 
camps 
without 
congestion and to the same end the 
IIvision of States Into these Incre­ 
ments was revised from the original 
schedule. 
The operative date of the draft was 
delayed until August 5 so that 
regiments can be taken into the army 
simultaneously to avoid inequalities 
Jn the relative rank of officer*. 
** 
Fourteen camp sites for the 16 tac­ 
tical divisions into which the guard 
will be organized for war purposes 
have already been selected and the 
militia bureau is preparing the rail­ 
way routing,of the troops 
(p, rthe 
camps. Seven of the site selected are 
in the southeastern department, five 
In the southern and two in the west­ 
ern. 
The two others will be in the 
southeastern department, and until 
they are approved, aksignment of reg­ 
iments to camps and divisions cannot 
be fully worked out. 
The only two 
divisions positively assigned are the 
Nineteenth, including the 
California 
guard, which will go to Linda Vista. 
Cal., and the Twentieth, 
including 
Oregon, Washington and other states 
in the northwest which will go to 
Palo Alto, Cal.
